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A NOVEL REMEDY PROPOSED. 

‘*Whatis the remedy Jor this?”’ 

“My proposition is thet we shall adopt a standard 
here as is donein New York. On the Western Un- 
On building, which is oue of.the highest in New 
York,is alopg pole reaching from the nighest tower 
about fifty feet: attached to this is a ball three 
feet in circumference rigged onto the 
pole by a rope that is counected 
with the chronometer that ruus by exact New York 
time. Atthe stroke of twelve the riecging is dis- 
connected and the ball falls. This is called the 
Wesiern Uniou time ball, and all watches and chro- 
1ometers in New York are set by il, It gives the 
exact time and isthe standard. The banks and ex- 
changes are all run ou its time,’’

“Yes. Atlantais exactly one hour behind New 
York tothe instant. Now, the new CONSTITUTION 
buildiugis being built on one of the bighest, if not 
the very highest, pointin the city.

The 
dropping .of this ball would then give Atlanta 
au absolute standard of time py which all engage- 
ments could be made, all railreads run and all 
chrobometers adjusted, It would be 
the exact time because it would 
be calculated in the observatory of 
New York. which is to as coud one hour ahead of 
Atlanta. [ thiok this would settle the whole ques- 
tion, aud lam sure that THE ‘ ONSTITUTION will do 
all toatit cau to give us au absolute standard, the 
syinbol of which would bein full sight of every 
citizen of Atlanta ata ceriain hourevery day.’’

Mr. J. C Kimball, commenting on the publication 


in yesterday's CONSTITUTION on the subject of cheap 
coal, said: 

‘Your article did the d alers injustice, It shows 
thut there hus been a reducion of thirty cents a 
ton ou the freightsof coal. here has been a re- 
duction of one doliarin the price of coal, so that 
while the railroads hav2 made a reduction of thicty 
cents tbe dealers have made a reduction of seventy

Take Coal Creek for exam 
ple. That costs say two dollars a ton at the 
mines.

Now 
I will sell any man allthe Cval Creek coal he wants 
at fourdollars anda halfa ton on the ears, or five

REMINISCENCES OF A MAN ON 
THE CIRCUIT. 


The Men Whose Eicquetcs Used te Thriil the Court 
Room Thirty Years Ago-Some Long Forse 
gotten Nemes Breught to Micd—An 
Imteresting arid Thrilling Paper. 


‘From the Fairburn News-Letter. 

I propose.to say someting of the attorneys 
at law, orsome of them with whom I first 
met at the court. Some I shall only name. 
All those marked witha f at the commence- 
ment of their name, I know to be dead. 

And first in order 
Campbellton. +tRufus Chandler 
the state of Maine, 
came to Fayetteville in 
there that year; real law 
fLeonard E, Case; came to U 
1842. He was a single man, 
the greatest student l 
saw, and the 
I ever heard speak at the bar. i “ 
hear the evidence, 
points made by his opposing brothers, 
took no notes, but when he made his reply 
he forgot nothing, and if his brother assailed 
him he never would again, for he used the 
most scathing sarcasm, never cracked a 
smile when he would have all in the court- 
house in raptures of laughter. Heleft Camp- 
bellton in May-1844, and went to the lead 
mines in lowa. . He sent two copies of the 
Iowa Signal to me, con taining a fourth 
of July oration t! °~< he de- 
livered at Boiling Springs, that 
state, in the year 1845. In t! 1e latter part of 
that year he went to Texas. He served in 
Captain Walker’s Texas Rangers in the Mexi- 
can war in the years 15i6-/. He went back 
to Texas and located in the town of Rusk, 
where he was getting a fine practice, and was 
fast rising, when he became involved in a po- 
litical difficulty with a General Hog, wno 
killed Chandler on the public street of Rusk, 
with a double barrel shot gun—shot him with 
both barrels. . That was the tragical end of a 
remarkable man, who would have made his 
mark if he had lived. 

Colonel Thomas A. Latham, who was a na- 
tive of Virginia, and always spoke with pride 
of his native state. He was raised in Culpep- 
per county, and graduated at Washington 
college in that state. He came to Newnan in 
1826, and on the organization of Campbell 
county. in 1828, came to Campbellton in 1829 
He has often told me that he helped clean off 
and clear up the streets of Campbellton. He 
married there and all of his children were 
born there. He made afine property at the 
profession. He was then about 44 years of 
age. Myself and him were the only attorneys 
at Campbeliton for some time after 
Chandler left. I always’ treated him 
with that respect the younger owes to the 
elder, and he on his part was clever, kind 
and courteous to me. We were mostly on 
Opposing sides in cases in the different courts 
of the county for about nineteen years, and 
never had the least hard feeling known to 
me. Healwaystold me nis law library was 
open to me to use his books as I should want 
them. loften did so, but always examined 
them 1 his office. He was an open- hearted, 
generous man. On his dying bed he sent for 
me, and I wentimmediately. Hetook me by 
the hand, said he had always been my 
friend, that be was bad off, would not live 
long, and spoke of the great trouble the coun- 
try was in, havingreference tothe war. He 
said the south made a great mistake in not 
rallying to the support of John Bell, of Ten 
nessee; that he could have been elected presi- 
dent by proper management on the part of - 
the south and that wou'd have averted a war 
that was unnatural, slaying the young men of 
the land. He seemed to be in great trouble 
about the war that was progressing. Hegrew 
rapidly worse, in six hours was past speaking, 
and soon his lamp of life was extinguished.

sustained the bill. Pryor, all this time, 
red hot with spirits. He said himself he never 
was on but one spree, and that was the first 
one he ever got on; for it had lasted him 
from that time on. I can see him now in my 
imagination, with his glass of French brandy 
toddy in his hand atsome of the brothers’ 
rooms. He would likewise indulge in telling 
anecdotes and funny stories. His feelings 
were always with the under dog in the fight. 
He would sing— 
“The night is past, the day has come, 
Poor negroes tret to work; 
They work all day and get no pay, 
For the white folks take the truck.”’ 

The tears would come into his eyes and he 
would say, ‘‘There is truth in that, and it 
will not continue so. I shall not live to 
the change, but it will come, and many are 
now born who will see it.’’ And it has been 
fulfilled. 

I have named over twenty-seven of the 
members of the bar, and it is quite a mourn- 
ful list to me—thatI met at the first courts 
forty years ago. Fifteen of theml know to 
be dead, and perhaps others may be. I do 
not think as a general rule, attorneys live to 
avery old age, though | have known some 
few who did. Jucge Ezzard and Thomas 
Chandler have passed eighty years, and John 
A. Cuthbert lived to be ninety-odd.

Fasbion, the shopkeeper will 
tell you, took a fancy to the design of the first 
piece; it has become scare, and consequently, 
dear, the seller charging for it all he can get, 

Now, with human fallibility, a shopkeeper 

may fall intothe belief that pretty much all 

his zoods are fashionable and scarce when a 

cus omer appears who 1s able and willing to 

pay a rood price f r what he orders, but when 

a bargain-driver is facing ,the shopkeeper he 

may have hisdoubts as to the scar ity and 

dearness of goods elsewhere, and let them go 
at a price less than he charged other cus omers 

You see, he thus transfersto his shi 

methods of a board of trade, apparent 

and demand governing transactions. : 

‘‘The tailor who measures you for a suit of 
clothes may tell you he is so busy that you 
must waita week or two before itcan be 
made. Attheend ofthe time agreed upon 

you call upon him and he brings out from a 

drawer a suit made from the cloth you order- 

ed. Youthink it a handsome, well-made 
suit; you try it on, and it is a perfect fit; you 

ay your cash, and go away satisfied. Your 
olks at home congratulate you on your nice 
clothes, you admire them and your figure in 
the glass. and then you gu on wearing them 
for whatever time you usually wear a suit, 
when you put them off for good, knowing 
that you got your money’s worth from that 
tailor. Bat what would be your feelings 
toward that tailor if you were made aware of 
some little facts that he withheld from you? 
That suit of clothes was anotber man’s mistit. 
it was made a month before your measure 
was taken, and it was lying in a drawer in the 
shop when you were waiting for it to be 
made. Moreover, when you expressed to 
him your pleasure with his promptness in 
delivering them and with his artistic skill in 
making them, his modest attitude and_ his 
professions of honest work were a part of the 
sham of his business. 

« "You perceive how far reaching is hon- 

esty. do you not? Well. if you attempt to 

handle any one of the various classes of goods 
which are soldin our city shops you will 

find that the public is not educated up to a 

point which will permit the shopkeeper to 

tell all he knows about hisstock. Ifa shop- 
keeper told damaging facts about his own 
goods, and yet could assert with truth that 
they were as good as his neighbor’s, bis cus- 
tomers would want him to take something of! 
his prices. Ignorance is bliss with the average 
customer. Take coffee. You buy it ready 
ground. You don’t know whether it is hal 

coffee or three quarters something else. You 
don’t know whether the green cotlee-beans 
were not somewhat damaged by sea water. If 
you like the taste of it, you buy itand think 
it zood coffee. But iftold by your grocer 
that it was damaged or adulterated, you 
might be uneasy. Take cigars. What 

smoker can gauge the value of each of half a 

dozen cigars of different prices, ranging, say, 

from 15 to 30 cents? Yet the man who always 
smokes a 25-cent cigar would be made uuhap- 
y if told that a bunch of 20 cent cigars had 
be worked offon him. Takeshoes. There 
are certain seams in shoes which to the kaow- 
ing bring down their value, as they are. not 
regular made. Yet they will wear well 
enough, and if you don’t know where to look 
for these seams you will rest conientedly in 
the belief that you wear first-class shoes. 

Then there is the special last idea. Many a 

shoemaker is enabled by a cus.omer’s belief 

that his feet are.of ashape eutirely different 
from the common run to charge a high price 
for shoes made for “him on his own lasts, 
whereas the shoemaker knows that very prob- 
ably his customer would find as goodafit and 
as strong a shoe ata ready-made snoe store 
without-difficulty. jut no end of people, my 
friend, love to be humbugged in the direc- 
tion of their vanities. Take drug stores—to 
say nothing of the veil which druggists draw 
over their dealings by the use of Latin labels, ' 
or of the prices they charge for water and 
sugar when putup in a nice little bottle; 
think of the drug stores which are now 
palaces of beauty, but which would be almost 
as naked as assorted lots of Venuses if strip- 

d of their dummy jarsand bottles. Yetthe 
public is to blame for their encouragement of 
such shams. The public, I say, cannot in its 
present stage of development withstand such 

a shock as honesty in business would give it.

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THE SUN GETIING HOTTER AND HOT-

The comet now approaching our sun, though not 
yet visible to the unaided eye, invites brief con- 
sideration of cometary bodies. Theirnumoer is al- 
most infinite; the abysses of the universe are 
crowded with them. In size they vary from min- 
ute grains up to bodies of planetary dimensions. 
The possibility of a comet’s striking the earth has 
ofien been discussed, Comets do sirike the earth. 
Every shooting star isa comet, and they come down 
upon us in such numbers that but for the 
atmosphere, which arresisth ir motion, we shou d 
be iv continual danger of our lives from them, More 
than 300,000(00 fal day, of an 
weight possibly of 20 000 0} 0 pounds, Driving into 
our ate O-phere with aepeed of fifty miles a sec- 
oud, the smaller are heated, kindled and dissi- 
pated into dust, which setthSupon the surface at 
the willof the winds The mure massive with- 
stand the fierce but instantaneous heat an’ come 
burling through the air to he ground, witha daz- 
zling flash »n.. explosions like .he crésh of heavy 
artillery. The intense heat deveioped is the coeu- 
verted force of arrested motion, or, in familiar lan- 
guage, the neato! friction They are icy cold when 
they plunge ipto our aimeusphere 

The comet proper is vilten a Swarm or aggregation 
of such dimen-ions and deusily as to become visible 
by the reflee'cd lightof thesun. «gain it may be 
sulely a gusevus body, or gaseous wilh a solid nu 
cleus. it hus been a habit of astronomers to make 
light of any poseivle dager from comets.

Cometary matt-ris the debris of shattered suns 
and planets, for these great orbs, like little thinugs, 
sre subject to fatal eccidents In the limitiess 
past 8: stems hare collided and goneto wreck, aud 
in the unencing future, siuce ail are moving, and 
ure Jiable to the same fate, while at any time some 
vast comet of Jovean mass, unfettered by law aud 
roamiug at large, @ cosmic tramp, may dash into 
and bleak upa harmonious solar system, In his 
discussiov o the eternal sabiity of our system, 
Laplace did noi Count Cometary Matter as a disturb- 
ing ¢lemeut, because little Was Kuown sabuut it in 
his time. Itis now clear, however. that this mat- 
ter, which has built up our system, must finally 
destroy it. The sun, io his journey through space, 
reaching out with his mign:y gravitations, pulls 
in allthat lies bearer to bi8 path than lt other 
suns. It rushesin by graius, by to..s, by swarms, 
in clouds. and gathers round him so densly as to 
fairly reflect his rays aud produce the zodicat 
lights. Clinging ’rouad him,it fiually settles on 
nis surface.
